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Met with Representative William Bates 
and reviewed with him as he had requested, two editorials from the 
leading papers in his area relating in essence to the question of "arm- 
twisting of students". Mr. Bates does not desire to debate the matter 
but since both editors are normally in agreement with his point of view, 
he does want to right them in order to blunt possible future attacks on 
the Agency or to at least get them to check with him a little closer in 
the future. Several items of possible use by the Chairman, such as 
Mr. Houston's statement in the NEW YORK TIMES, the Katzenbach 
letter, the President's statement, were suggested. Mr. Bates requested 
that I call him in the morning and we will either meet tomorrow or 
possibly Monday on the letters.

Carpenter, INR, Department of State, concerning the magazine editorial 
provided the Secretary of State by Representative Edna Kelly. Mr. 
Carpenter is out sick but is expected to be back in his office on Monday.
